The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The recitation of "a hysteresis response" in lines 5-6 is was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Same 
rejection applied to claims 2,3,11,12.

3. Claims 1-42,48-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , lines 5-6, it is not clear what is meant by "a hysteresis 
response". Same error appears in claims 2,3,11,12. 

Regarding claim 2, line 6, "a connection" should be changed to -the connection- 
in order to provide the antecedent basis. In line 7, after "tag", "within the incoming traffic" 
should be inserted. Same error appears in claim 48. 

Regarding claim 1 1 , line 2, it is not clear what is meant by "mapping policies to 
traffic classes — ". Does it mean "mapping types of tags to traffic classes Same 
error appears in claim 12. 

In claim 13, line 4, "the traffic class" lack an antecedent basis. In line 6, it is not 
clear whether or not "packet tags " recited in line 6 is the same as first ICA Virtual 
Channel Tag of a first packet or second ICA Virtual Channel Tag of a second packet. 
Same error appears in claims 41 , 42. 

In claim 29, line 4, "the traffic class" lacks antecedent basis.
